English Railroads 


Facility, With Which Large Numbers 
of Troops Are Handled 

The English government is well 
pleased with the efficient and expedi- 
ent manner in which the English rail- 
roads—which, by t)e way, are all pri- 
vataly owned—handed the transporta- 
tion of troops and war materials on 
the outbreak of hostilities. It may be 
stated that the first mobilization or- 
der called for 1,500 trains. The work 
included the handling of 60,000 
horses, requiring 9,000 vehicles. On 
one day there were 213 troop trains 
running in different parts of the coun- 
try. On one busy day there were 233 
troop trains. The first-of the exped- 
itionary forces took 6,000 vehicles 
with them; 5,000 tons of baggage. On 
the busiest day 104 trains ran, with 


over 25,000 troops and over 6,000 
horses. One line alone ran _ 2,200 


trains from the declaration of war till 
September. Twelve railway companies 
were concerned in facilitating the 
great work of transportation.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 

HE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District, Entry 
by proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain cone 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation, 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
60 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, serubby or 
st ony land. Live stock may be substi- 
tuted for cultivation under certain con-

During the ses.ixn of 1913-16 Hon 
W. T. White, minister of finance, an- 
nounced in hig budget that an investi- 
gation would be i: stituted into the 
flax industry of the Dominion witb 
a view to ascertaining the advisability 
of granting a bonus upon the manu 
facture of flax fibre. At the time it 
was conterded that with a substantial 
bonus flax fibre for the manufacture 
of binder twine, rope, etc., could be 
made a paying industry in the Domin 
jon in a few-years, and that mucn. 
waste material could thus be turned 
to profitable use. The investigation, 
it is understood, has been going or 
or some time, but it is stated that 
since the war commenced a new 
phase of the situation has peen pre- 
sented to the attention of the govern- 
ment. 

As a consequence of the war there 
has been some apprehension express- 
ed gs to the safety of the Irish and 
Scotch linen industi,, which in former 
years drew a large purt of its raw 
material from Belgium, France and 
Russia, and whose supply from these 
countries has been practically cut off. 
It is stated that there have recently 
been in this coun.r’ several represen- 
tatives of large sritish mills jin an en- 
deavor to enilst the co-operation of 
Pariners in the larger production of 

ax. 

Although there has never been a 
linen industry in Canada, flax has 
been grown in smal) quantities in On- 
tario and Quebee for the yse of regi- 
dents jn the home manufacture of 
linen cloth. It is recorded, however, 
that in only a few sections of Western 
Ontario in 1904, 700 tons of itbre were 
produced which brought a price of 
$201 per ton. The average prics fo- 
Irish flax fibre during ths past five 
years has been $325 per tov, while the 
Belgian flax fibre averaged $405, 

In Western Canada it is estimated 
that one million tons of flax straw are 
burned every year, and that if a prac- 
tical method were found for protuc- 
ing fibre a splendid opportunity would 
be presented for taking advantage of 
the British requirements and the Eur- 
opean scarcity. 

It ig understood that the govern- 
ment has under consideration some 
proposal for the encouragement of 
this industry in the Dom‘nion.
